It is proposed to close down the 
factory and tc reopen a rew one at a place 10 kms. northeast of Kranjo 
The new buildings are already under construction by the "Gradis" concern 
who have 600 German Pa end engineers on the job under the supervision 
of Yugoslav technical experts. 


be Present production consists of rubber of a very poor quality. There are 
200 workers; work is in three shifts. :

2 Smaller than the "Jugobrusa”® factory but said to be the second largest 
plant in Kranj. It consists of one large and three small halls but was 
being enlarged by the "Gredis® concern.

Official contractors for architectural work in Yugoslavia, — 
including the Service Ministries.

Transfer of the armored car workshop from Kranj to Belgrade; 

Jugobruna factery (large working hall); 

Kranj and Ljubljana: some new bridges under construction; 

Kranj artillery barracks, garages and stables for artillery units; 

Garage construction near the slaughter house for armored assault 
guns $ 

Garages and huts for anti-tank units north of the bridge cver 
the Sava River; 

Skofja-Loka: premises for armored car units; 

Construction of a road near Ljubljana; 

Quarries at Kokra in operation; 

Sawmill at Skofja-Loka in operation. 


Work is hampered by the lack of skilled labor, and skilled 

German Ps are brought in to make up for this deficiency. The 
Pils work ten hcurs daily without pay. Overtime payments of four to 
six dinars are made daily, equivalent to the price of ten cigarettes. 
German engineers. and foremen in the building trade were asked to 
choose between continuing work in Yugoslavia or repatriation to 
Germany (Russien Zone) and from there on to the USSR. 
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
